5700 Acres Glades 
Will Be Reclaimed 


TALLAHASSEE — Trustees of 
the state internal improvement 
fund gave tentative approval 
Tuesday to a plan to finance re- 
clamation of 5,700 acres of Ever- 
glades in Palm Beach county and 
lease it to J. Ray ‘Arnold of Grove- 
land for enough to pay off the 
drainage costs and show a rental 
profit in 20 years. 

Fred Elliott, secretary for the II 
board, said it wauld take from 
$315,000 to $400,000 to drain the 
land. The state would get no rent 
the first year, an average of $8 
an acre for. the next nine years 
and $10 an acre for the next 10 
years. 

He said after amortization of 
the reclamation cost, the state 
would net an average of $3 an acre 
for the first 10 years and $4.72 an 
acre for the second 10 years. 

Arnold would put up $35,000 in 
good faith money.

TALLAHASSEE — The major 
political scene was enlivened this 
wéek by the possibility of Jerry W. 
Carter, veteran member of the 
state railroad and public utilities 
commission, entering the race for 
governor. Qualification deadline is 
March 15. Carter also is national 
Democratic committeeman from 
Florida. He~said many people and 
groups have urged him to get in, 
but he is reserving his decision. In 
another major devélopment, a fed- 
eral grand jury in Tallahassee in- 
Hendrix, self styled 
Klan leader in’ Florida, for vio- 


_lating U. S. postal law by sending 


“libellous and defamatory” matter 
through the mails. Hendrix is an 
atinounced éaiididate for governor 
but he has not qualified. He will be 
tried in this term of federal court 
now sitting in Tallahassee. 


TALLAHASSEE—A recent law 
requiring inspection of all meat 
slaughtered in Florida has brought 
a sharp division in the State Live- 
stock Sanitary Board and a call 
for help from Commissioner of 
Agriculture’ Nathan Mayo. The 
board has divided 4 and 4 on the 
subject of further enforcement of 
the meat inspection act.. Commis- 
sioner Mayo has asked the Florida 
press to inform the public that his 
department does not inspect 
slaughtered meat under the act. 
He reported that many small farm- 
ers and slaughterers have com- 
plained to him that the law is un- 
fair to them, and asked him to do 
something about it, whicn his of- 
fice is not authorized by law to do. 


TALLAHASSEE Attorney 
General Richard’ W. Ervin this

VETERINARIANS—Law, "does 
not permit applicant who fails vei- 
erinary examination to be givea 
license to practice. 

SCHOOL—Where instruction is 
given crippled children in hospital, 
this constitutes a school uder the 
law. ‘ > 

ARREST—Police officer may 
prefer charges of reckless driving 
in auto accident case even though 
he didn’t witness accident. 

BOATS — Boats are personal 
property for purposes of taxation. 


TALLAHASSEE — Alfred Mc- 
Kethan, chairman of the state 
road department, has instructed 
the personnel director of the de- 
partment to drop from the payroll 
all road department employees who 
offer for public office. This is in 
line with the spirit of the law, he 
pointed out, which prohibits state 
employees from taking active parts 
in political campaigns. However, 
he added, he urged all his workers 
to vote, and said they will be given 
time off for that purpose. 


TALLAHASSEE — No mrecy 
will be shown violators of the auto 
license tag law after February 20, 
is the warning of State” Motor Ve- 
hiclé Commissioner Arch Living- 
ston. Tags this year went on sale 
January 5 instead of December 1, 
as under the old law. The new 
deadline will be observed by all 
inspectors for the tag department. 


TALLAHASSEE—More than a 
million dollars from cigarette taxes

The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and bdveruning.

As-amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without.and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk.aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
iness under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once’a week for. four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is tc be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving
